After  many  months  of  suffering,  Mrs. 
Julia  Riley,  died  at  the  home  of  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  Jennie  Butler,  on  Smith 
street,  Tuesday  night,  November  9th. 
She  was  born  in  Carrol  county,  Ohio, 
May  30th,  1838.  She  was  aged  71  years, 
6  months  and  21  days.

Riley  accepted  Christ  and  united  with 
the  United  Brethren  church.  She  was

deprived  her  of  the  privileges  of  the 
sanctuary,  she  did  not  forget  her  Lord. 
She  trusted  in  Him  and  loved  Him  with 
a  full  heart.

Her  husband  died  in  July  1890.  Mrs.
